A date needs to be set for Public Hearing for Zoning Text Amendments regarding multi-family zoning 
districts and the parking of recreational vehicles as recommended by the Planning & Zoning 
Commission.     Ms. Osborn suggested a hearing date of Monday, April 6, 2009 at 6:30 PM.   
 

Old Business: 
Mrs. Mershon asked about the comment Mr. Bond made about Burger King and EMH&T.  Mr. Peoples 
noted that the incident was during a council meeting in which an EMH&T representative stood up to 
discuss the Burger King situation.  Ms. Osborn and Mr. Peoples addressed the situation and made it 
imminently clear to EMH&T that that situation would not  happen again.   We have also changed to 
having only Bird + Bull doing our tech reviews.  
 
Mr. Deeds asked about the “S” code to which Mr. Bond referred in his talk.  Mr. Strayer stated that they 
understand that they do not have all the specifics of the multi-family codes and they are looking into it 
further.    
 
Mr. Jarvis noted that there are times when a recommendation is presented to Council by an entity 
(P&Z or staff) and the Council questions the recommendation; they feel as if it is looked at as breaking 
rank or a lack of solidarity.  He requested that there be a time allotted to discuss this at the Committee 
of the Whole. Any other agenda items need to be sent to Ms. Osborn.  
 
Mrs. Turner brought up again the issue of needing more street lights on Waterloo east of Trine.   It is 
very dark in that area.  Discussion ensued.   It will be on the Service Committee agenda in March.  
 
Mr. Deeds announced that Mr. Paini and his wife had a new baby girl, Julia Ann Marie Paini, on 
Valentine’s Day.  She was 6lb. 11oz. and 18 inches long.
